Comment of the Rebochaya Gazetia 
today was regarded here as epitomiz- 
ing the opinion of the best elements—- 
and the majority element of Russia.

“It will not come from Kaledine or 
from the adherents of thee provisional 
government, but it wiil. come as.'a 
result. of internal military diorgani- 
zation, deliberately promoted disap- 
pointment,- disillusionment. © We are 
facing the diversion of Russta into 
foreigners. 

“Only immediate 
democracy and immeGdiate war on’ the 
usurpers can save us.

Details were still lacking today as 
to the exact circumstances of the first 
meeting at Brestlitovk yesterday be- 
tween Bolsheviki and German peace 
negotiators.

| Washington, Dec. © 3—America’s 
win the war session of congress was 
-commenced todey. | 

With the United States rapidly as- 
suming the.dominant role in the war 
on Hohenzollernism, the. sixty fifth 
congress convened at noon with gig- 
antic tasks all aimed at victory, be- 
fore it. 

Questions of financing the most 
costly war in history, of meeting the 
rapidly changing economie condi- 
tions at home and of giving ade- 
quate support to the nation allied with 
this country in the war on Germany, 
will keep congress in session prob- 
ably through next summer. 

President Wilson will appear be- 
fore congress in joint session tomor- 
row to deliver his message. The en- 
tire legislative program is awaiting 
his direction. Chairman Flood of 
the house foreign affairs committee 
will: call a meeting immediately to, 
take up problems which the president 
suggests. Appropriation and rev- 
enue committees will get under way. 

Leading senators expect Secretary 
Lansing to send the upper branch of 
congress proposed treaties covering 
“alien slackers,” for confirmation. It 
is reported agreements have been 
reached with all allied countries. If 
the senate approves these—and there 
is no opposition to the principle—pro- 
posed legislation on the subject. will 
be dropped. 

Today's session in both houso and 
senate was brief. 

Senator LaFayette colleague of the 
late. Senator Husting was to present 
‘resolutions and to move the immed- 
iate adojurnment of the senate in re- 
spect to the dead man's memory.
